The 
starting point for all drives is the main entrance of the 
Athabasca Hotel. By personal request or telephone, ar¬ 
rangements may also be made for passengers to be called 
for at any other hotel or prearranged point in Jasper. 

No. 1: GENERAL DRIVE—35 Miles return. Motors leave 
the Athabasca Hotel at 9:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. 
Time, 3 hours. Cost per person, $4.00. 

Embracing a wide variety of mountain scenery, this drive 
passes through Jasper village to Patricia and Pyramid Lakes 
and the foot of Pyramid Mountain. Returning through Jasper 
village, the drive continues to the Government Fish Hatchery 
and then over the route of Drive No. 2 to Maligne Canyon 
and Jasper Park Lodge and return to the Athabasca Hotel. 

(Available Ail Year Round) 

No. 2: MALIGNE CANYON—20 Miles return. Motors 
leave the Athabasca Hotel at 9:30 a.m. and 3:30 
p.m. Time, 2 hours. Cost per person, $2.50. 

Ranking among the most extraordinary in the Canadian 
Rockies, this canyon, where the Maligne River plunges 
through a gorge of depth approximating .200 ft., is reached 
by a gradually ascending roadway affording magnificent 
views of the Athabasca Valley. Jasper Lodge visited enroute. 

(Available All Year Round) 

No. 3: PUNCH BOWL FALLS—"A Twilight Drive". Fifty- 
six miles return. Motors leave Athabasca Hotel at 
7:00 p.m. Time, 3 hours. Cost per person, $3.50. 

Extends down the floor of the Athabasca Valley to 
Jasper Lake, through the old townsite of Pocohontas to 
Punch Bowl Falls, affording extensive views of valley, lake 
and mountain scenery. It is suggested' that the drive be 
taken after sunset at which time the animal life frequents 
the numerous lakes and streams in the region.

No. 4: GLACIER OF THE ANGEL—(Mount Edith Cavell). 

Thirty-six miles return. Motors leave the Athabasca 
Hotel ot 9:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. Time, approx¬ 
imately 3 hours. Cost per person, $4.00. 

This drive follows a course of wide-sweeping switch 
backs to an elevation of 2,000 feet above the Valley floor, 
providing an ever-changing series of striking panoramas. Ex¬ 
cellent views are obtained of Mounts Signal, Tekarra, 
Kerkeslin, Hardisty, Franchere, The Throne, and the incom¬ 
parable Mt. Edith Cavell. The highlight of the tour is 
reached at the foot of the famous Angel Glacier where the 
tourist may explore this great field of living ice.

No. 5: MIETTE HOT SPRINGS and FIDDLE RIVER CAN¬ 
YON—76 Miles return. Motors leave the 
Athabasca Hotel at 2:00 p.m. Time, approximately 
4 hours. Cost per person, $6.00. 

Includes Drive No. 3 and continues along the rim of the 
Fiddle River Canyon to the famous Miette Hot Springs where 
a stop is made to permit bathing in the pool which is 
operated by the National Parks Department.

No. 6: COMBINATION DRIVE—(Mt. Edith Cavell ond 
Athabasca Falls). Sixty miles return. Motors leave 
the Athabasca Hotel at 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m. 
Time, approximately 3 Vi hours. Cost per person $6. 

The route includes Drive No. 4 and after returning to 
the junction of the Cavell road with the Columbia Icefield 
road, carries on along the Columbia Icefield road to Atha¬ 
basca Falls. Two of the most interesting and impressive 
vielws in the Park are combined in one drive.

No. 7: MT. ROBSON—130 Miles return. Motors leave the 
Athabasca Hotel at 9:00 a.m. Time, approxim¬ 
ately 7 hours. Cost per person $10.00. 

A new thrill awaits the tourist in this new and exciting 
drive which passes over the Great Divide and ends at the 
highest peak in the Canadian Rockies, Mt. Robson. (Elev. 
12,972 ft.) Leaving Jasper, the route follows the valley of 
the Miette River through mountain scenery of unsurpassed 
beauty, past mountain lakes, rushing streams and waterfalls, 
until reaching the Great Divide at Yellowhead Pass. The 
road then follows the valley of the Fraser River, past beauti¬ 
ful Lucerne Lake and Moose Lake, culminating at Mt. 
Robson, the most majestic of Canadian Mountain Peaks. At 
this point a stop of two hours is made for luncheon before 
returning to Jasper. 

(Available June 1st to September 30th) 

No. 8: COLUMBIA ICEFIELD—140 Miles return. Motors 
leave the Athabasca Hotel at 9:00 a.m. Time ap¬ 
proximately 7 hours. Cost per person, $10 return. 

Follows the route of Drive No. 4 to the Astoria River, 
where it continues up the Athabasca Valley to Athabasca, 
Sunwapta and Tanglewood Falls, through the very heart of 
the Canadian Rockies to the most impressive icefield outside 
the Arctic Circle. 110 square miles of blue-white ice at 
elevations of 9,000 to 1 0,000 feet—a "Mother of Rivers" 
whose melting glaciers feed the rivers to three oceans—the 
Atlantic, Pacific and Arctic. , 

(Available June 1st to September 30th) 

No. 9: LAKE LOUISE—149 Miles one way. Motors leave 
the Athabasca Hotel at 9:00 a.m. Time, approxim¬ 
ately seven hours one way. Cost per person, $13.50 
one way; $22.50 return. 

Includes Drive No. 8 and, after a stop for lunch at the 
Columbia Icefield Chalet, carries on over the Jasper-Banff 
Highway to the most famous of all Rocky Mountain Lakes— 
"Lake Louise". Enroute from Columbia Icefield the Water- 
fowl Lakes, Bow Lakes and Crowfoot Glacier are outstanding 
attractions.
